Obama Targets Middle Class 


Democrats work to rally around candidate at convention 


DENVER I On the eve of the Democratic 
National Convention, Barack Obama said 
Sunday he hoped a week of political speech- 
making would persuade reluctant middle- 
class voters to swing behind his bid for the 
White House, while Republicans sought 
to stir discontent among Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s supporters. 

Clinton was having none of it. Obama’s rival 
for the nomination was expected to release her 
delegates midweek in a unity gesture. 


Obama, bidding to become the first black 
president, campaigned through swing-state 
Wisconsin, then flew home to Chicago to 
work on the acceptance speech he will deliver 
before 75,000 partisans on the convention’s 
closing night. 

Previewing the week ahead, he said he 
hoped convention viewers would conclude, 
“‘He’s sort of like us. He comes from a mid- 


dle-class background, went to school on 
scholarships. He and his wife had to figure 
out child care and how to start a college fund 
for their kids.’” 

With Democrats descending on their con- 
vention city, party officials worked to assure a 
harmonious week. And on a unanimous vote, 
the party’s credentials committee restored 
full voting rights to delegations from Florida 
and Michigan after both had been punished 
for moving up their primaries, (ap)

4 Florida Counties 
To Get Federal Aid 


Bush declares regions 
disaster areas after a 
week of heavy flooding 

MIAMI I President Bush declared 
Sunday that four Florida counties 
hit hardest by Tropical Storm Fay 
are major disaster areas, making 
them eligible for federal aid. 

The declaration makes funds 
available for emergency work and 
repairs to governments in Brevard, 
Monroe, Okeechobee and St. Lucie 
counties. 

State and federal emergency 
officials are still assessing the dam- 
age from the weeklong storm that 
caused at least 11 deaths in Flor- 
ida and one each in Georgia and 
Alabama. More counties could be 
added. 

The funding has not yet been 
extended to individual homeowners 
whose properties were damaged by 


high winds or floodwaters. 

“I’m pleased about the decla- 
ration and grateful to President 
Bush,” Florida Gov. Charlie Crist 
said before touring flood damage 
at the St. Mark’s River in north 
Florida. 

Mary Blakeney, spokeswoman 
for the emergency management 
office in Okeechobee County, said 
officials hope to have a decision in 
coming days about individual hom- 
eowner assistance. 

Fay was downgraded to a trop- 
ical depression on Saturday night 
after making a record fourth land- 
fall in Florida. Its remnants were 
forecast to dump several inches of 
rain across Alabama, Mississippi, 
eastern Louisiana and Tennessee 
on Sunday and Monday. 

Authorities remain concerned 
about additional flooding in areas 
hit hard by the storm in central 
Florida, (ap)

Rice Continues 
Negotiations for 
Mideast Peace 

WASHINGTON I Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice returns to the 
Mideast this week amid dwindling 
hopes for securing an Israeli-Pal- 
estinian peace deal by a year-end 
target. 

She was to arrive Monday in 
Israel on what will be her seventh 
trip to the region since President 
Bush, Palestinian President Mah- 
moud Abbas and Israeli Prime Min- 
ister Ehud Olmert set the goal at a 
U.S. -hosted peace conference last 
November. But negotiations have 
produced little tangible progress. 
With political uncertainty in Isra- 
el as Olmert prepares to step down 
next month, prospects for Rice’s lat- 
est mission appeared dim. (ap)

Agencies work to keep 
Holocaust survivors 
out of nursing homes 

BOCA RATON, FLA. I Nearly every 
night, Martin Hornung’s night- 
mare unfolds to the same haunting 
strains. Of Auschwitz. Of screaming 
voices. Of scenes he would rather 
not relive in the light of day. 

“I’m almost afraid to go to sleep,” 
the 86-year-old retired computer 
engineer said. 

The horrors that revisit Hor- 
nung in the dark are common 
among Holocaust survivors and 
are a reason he refuses to enter a 
nursing home despite his myriad 
health problems. 

Jewish organizations worldwide 
are working to keep survivors out 
of such facilities, where the sur- 
roundings and routines — strang- 
ers in uniforms, desolate shower 
rooms, medical procedures — can 
exacerbate flashbacks. 

“It frightens them and brings 
them back to the Holocaust,” said 


Dr. Jaclynn Faffer, executive direc- 
tor of Ruth Rales Jewish Family 
Service, one of the groups help- 
ing to keep survivors out of nurs- 
ing homes. 


Hornung wouldn’t even consid- 
er moving into a nursing home. “I 
would kill myself.” 

An estimated 93,000 Holo- 
caust survivors are alive in the 


United States, and South Florida 
is home to one of the largest popu- 
lations. The youngest are in their 
mid- 60s. There is no definitive 
breakdown of how many are liv- 
ing independently and how many 
receive assistance, but many are 
living below the poverty line and 
are in need of help. 

“Their capacity for resilience 
that they’ve shown since the war is 
amazing,” said Paula David, a social 
worker who has worked with more 
than 2,000 Holocaust survivors in 
Toronto over the last 20 years and 
has studied the specific problems 
of the population as it ages. 

“The hard part is no matter 
what we do, we can’t make it OK,” 
David said. 

Flashbacks can come to a sur- 
vivor at any time. A fire alarm. A 
foreign accent. Standing in a line. 
Once, David witnessed a survivor 
begin screaming on a High Holy 
Day as musicians performed. The 
music happened to have been played 
as murders took place at the concen- 
tration camps. MATT SEDENSKY (AP)

CABO SAN LUCAS, MEXICO 

2,500 Families Evacuated 
Ahead of Tropical Storm 

Tropical Storm Julio bore down 
on the resort-dotted tip of the Baja 
California peninsula on Sunday, 
prompting more than 2,500 fam- 
ilies who live along river beds to 
evacuate. Strong winds and spo- 
radic rains buffeted the southern 
peninsula as police and emergency 
workers toured neighborhoods in 
Cabo San Lucas to evacuate fami- 
lies who live in homes of wood and 
corrugated roofs, (ap) 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN 

Political Crisis Deepens 
Over Fate of Ousted Judges 

Pakistan’s political crisis deep- 
ened Sunday with former premier 
Nawaz Sharif poised to quit the rul- 
ing coalition unless judges ousted 
by ex-President Pervez Musharraf 
are restored within a day. A third 
party declared its support for the 
widower of assassinated former 
leader Benazir Bhutto to take over 
as head of state, (ap) 

BISHKEK, KYRGYZSTAN 

Iran-Bound Passenger Jet 
Crashes, Killing 68 People 

A passenger jet carrying 90 peo- 
ple, including a Kyrgyz high school 
sports team, crashed shortly after 
takeoff Sunday near the Kyrgyz capi- 
tal, killing 68, government officials 
said. The Boeing 737 was headed to 
Iran when it crashed near Bishkek’s 
Manas International Airport, said 
government spokeswoman Roza 
Daudova. Twenty-two people sur- 
vived the accident, (ap) 

OTTAWA, CANADA 

Health Officials ID Source 
Of Deadly Bacterial Outbreak 

Public health officials in Canada 
said they have linked a deadly bac- 
terial outbreak that killed four peo- 
ple to recalled meat products from 
Maple Leaf Foods. The outbreak 
has resulted in 21 confirmed cases 
of listeriosis, a kind of food poison- 
ing that can be dangerous to the 
elderly, newborns, pregnant women 
and people with chronic medical 
conditions. Maple Leaf s Toronto 
plant has shut down temporarily 
to sanitize the facility, (ap) 


Bomber Kills 25 at Banquet in Iraq 


U.S. arrests al-Qaeda 
figure who may have 
planned kidnapping 

BAGHDAD | A suicide bomber blew 
himself up Sunday in the midst of 
a celebration to welcome home an 
Iraqi detainee released from U.S. 
custody, killing at least 25 people, 
Iraqi officials said. 

The U.S. military, meanwhile, 
announced the arrest of an al-Qaeda 
in Iraq figure who allegedly planned 
the 2006 kidnapping of American 


journalist Jill Carroll — one of the 
highest-profile attacks against 
Westerners in Iraq. 

The attack occurred inside one of 
several tents set up outside a house 
in the Abu Ghraib area on Baghdad’s 
outskirts, according to residents and 
police. It was unclear whether the 
former detainee was killed. 

A woman who was wounded 
but declined to give her name for 
security reasons said she was pre- 
paring food behind the tents when 
the blast occurred at about 9 p.m., 
knocking her and her three young 


children off their feet. 

Residents and police said Ayyid 
Salim al-Zubaie, a local sheik in the 
mainly Sunni area, was holding a 
banquet in honor of his son, who 
was released earlier in the day from 
Camp Bucca in southern Iraq. 

Residents said the detainee-son 
had quarreled with al-Qaeda mem- 
bers while in detention and may 
have been the target of the attack. 

The guests also included several 
members of the local awakening 
council, a U.S.-allied group that has 
turned against al-Qaeda. 


The arrest of Salim Abdullah 
Ashur al-Shujayri, also known as 
Abu Othman, was a major break- 
through in a series of kidnappings. 

He was captured Aug. 11 in 
Baghdad and accused of being “the 
planner behind the kidnapping” of 
Carroll, a Christian Science Monitor 
reporter who was seized Jan. 7, 2006, 
and released three months later. 

The statement also said al- 
Shujayri’s associates were involved 
in the kidnappings of Christian 
peace activists and British aid work-

cism — and China’s 
harsher treatment of 
foreign activists — came 
at the end of 17 days of Olympic 
competition that generally went 
smoothly for Chinese organizers, 
who had been nervous about secu- 
rity and protests. 

No rallies were held through- 
out the entire Olympics in three 


parks designated as protest zones, 
after Chinese officials declined to 
issue permits to 77 applicants and 


detained some of them. But foreign 
activists staged a series of small ille- 
gal rallies near Olympic venues and 


at Beijing landmarks. 

The foreigners, for the most part, 
unveiled “Free Tibet” banners before 
being seized by security officials, 
hustled into cars and taken away to 
be put on flights out of China. 

Some journalists trying to cover 
the protests were roughed up by 
authorities and then freed. There were 
also tensions with the media over 
China restricting Internet access. 

Beijing had promised the media 
freedom to report the games and 
announced the protest parks as 
part of efforts to address criticism 
that China should not have been 
awarded the games because of its 
human rights record and tight con- 
trols on internal dissent.

8 Are Presumed 
Dead After Mont 
Blanc Avalanche 

CHAMONIX, FRANCE | Eight climb- 
ers were missing and presumed 
dead Sunday after an avalanche 
near Mont Blanc, western Europe’s 
highest peak, was triggered when a 
chunk of ice as wide as two football 
fields broke off a mountain face onto 
a commonly used hiking trail. 

The avalanche appeared poised 
to become the deadliest one this 
year in the French, Swiss or Italian 
Alps, and the worst in the French 
Alps in more than a decade, French 
officials said.

NAIROBI, KENYA | The Stench rising 
from a fly-infested sewage ditch is 
worsened by the scorching sun. But 
for some enterprising residents, it’s 
the smell of progress. 

People in Nairobi’s Kibera slum 
are surviving soaring food and fuel 
prices and poor sanitation by har- 
nessing the power of two things 
they have in plenty: sewage and 
sunshine.

For up to a million residents 
in Kibera, it’s harder than ever to 
scrape together a dollar for corn- 
flour and wilted cabbage for one 
meal a day. Staple food prices in the 
capital have doubled in six months. 
And the price of coal for cooking 
has increased by a quarter. 

The water purification project 
relies on the sun’s ultraviolet rays. 
Participants place clear plastic bot- 
tles with contaminated piped water 
onto corrugated metal roofs. Then, 
the sun helps to purify the water. 

Tests conducted in Swiss labs 
showed six hours in the sun or two 
days if it’s overcast is enough light to 
kill off almost all germs that cause 
diseases.

RICHMOND, VA. I It has served as a 
place for armed men guarding Vir- 
ginia’s seat of government, a gun- 
smith shop and offices for state 
employees. 

But in recent times, the cozy, 
three-story building has served a 
more hospitable purpose. 

The building is now a visitors 
center filled with tourism bro- 
chures, souvenirs and maps to help 
curious folks find their way around 
Virginia.

Computer setup turns 
tongue into control 
pad for the disabled 

ROBOTICS I The tireless tongue 
already controls taste and speech, 
helps kiss and swallow, and fights 
germs. Now scientists hope to add 
one more ability to the mouthy 
muscle, and turn it into a computer 
control pad. 

Georgia Tech researchers 
believe a magnetic, tongue-pow- 
ered system could transform a dis- 
abled person’s mouth into a virtual 
computer, teeth into a keyboard 
— and tongue into the key that 
manipulates it all. 

“You could have full control over 
your environment by just being able 
to move your tongue,” said Maysam 
Ghovanloo, a Georgia Tech assis- 
tant professor who leads the team’s 
research. 

The group’s Tongue Drive Sys- 
tem turns the tongue into a joystick 
of sorts, allowing the disabled to 
manipulate wheelchairs, manage 
home appliances and control com- 
puters. The work still has a ways to 
go — one potential user called the 
design “grotesque” — but early tests 
are encouraging. The system is far 
from the first that seeks a new way 


to control electronics through facial 
movements. But disabled advocates 
have particularly high hopes that 
the tongue could prove the most 
effective. 

“This could give you an almost 
infinite number of switches and 
options for communication,” said 
Mike Jones, a vice president of 
research and technology at the Shep- 
herd Center, an Atlanta rehabilita- 
tion hospital. “It’s easy, and some- 
body could learn an entirely different 
language.” 

That’s quite a contrast to the hand- 
ful of methods already available to 
the hundreds of thousands of Ameri- 
cans who are disabled from the neck 
down. The “sip and puff’ technique, 
which lets people issue commands by 
inhaling and exhaling into a tube, is 
among the most popular. But it offers 
users only four commands. 

The design certainly needs 
improvements. “It’s in its infancy 
and quite grotesque,” said Justin 
Cochran, a 26 year-old college stu- 
dent. But Cochran said its potential 
for almost limitless control options 
makes him want to shelve his “sip 
and puff’ wheelchair. “You could 
control not just your chair, your TV, 
your computer, but your entire life,” 
he said. “And it’s all one system.”

An American team that came in 
ranked ninth in the world that sur- 
prised just about everyone by get- 
ting to the final kept it close early 
and had it tied at nine points in the 
third quarter.

Redeem Team brings 
home the gold for the 
1st time sinee 2000 

OLYMPICS BASKETBALL I The United 
States won the gold medal in Olym- 
pic men’s basketball Sunday with a 
118-107 victory over Spain. 

Culminating a three-year mission 
to end years of embarrassment, the 
United States survived a huge chal- 
lenge from the world champions. 

After overwhelming everyone for 
seven games, the Americans led by 
only four points with less than 214 
minutes to play, then proved they could 
handle the close game that seemed 
would never come in Beijing. 


Their prize: the first U.S. gold 
medal in baseketball since 2000. 

“Much respect to Spain, but the 
U.S. is back on top again,” LeBron 


James said. 

Dwyane Wade scored 27 points 
for the Americans, who found a 
much gamer Spanish team than the 


one they humiliated by 37 points 
earlier in the tournament. 

In a game so devoid of defense 
that it felt more like an NBA All- 
Star game than one with a title at 
stake, the U.S. had too much offense 
down the stretch. Kobe Bryant con- 
verted a clutch four-point play with 
3:10 remaining, holding his finger to 
his lips to quiet the Spanish crowd 
behind the basket. 

They began to celebrate during 
a break after some technical fouls 
on Spain with 26 seconds left, then 
celebrated at midcourt when it was 
over, with “Born in the USA” blaring 
over the arena’s speakers. 

“I’m proud of our guys. We played 
with great character in one of the 
great games in international bas- 
ketball history, I think,” coach Mike 
Krzyzewski said. brianmahoney(ap) 
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“The international federation has required the delivery of birth certificates. 
They have received the documents, and at first sight it seems to be OK.”

Emotional Ride Has Golden Lining 


U.S. volleyball coach 
comes away with gold 
after 2 difficult weeks 

OLYMPICS VOLLEYBALL | As the 
crowd roared and his team exulted 
in its gold medals, the coach of the 
U.S. men’s volleyball team buried 
his head in his hands and walked 
off the court. He had gone from the 
lowest low to the highest high, and 
it was all too much. 

Hugh McCutcheon needed to 
be alone. 

Just two weeks ago, his father- 
in-law had been stabbed to death in 
Beijing. He stepped away from his 
job to take care of his family. But his 
team, stirred by the tragedy, began 
an incredible run, ending Sunday 
with a 3-1 victory over defending 
champion Brazil — a team that they 
were never expected to beat. 

“It all was starting to sink in,” he 
said. “I had to take a step out and 
collect my thoughts and collect my 
emotions and come back out. It’s a 
very meaningful moment.” 

In two weeks of competition, 
the Americans were undefeated. 
The 20-25, 25-22, 25-21, 25-23

final gave the U.S. men their third 
Olympic gold medal in the sport, 
matching the record set by the Rus- 
sians. Top-ranked Brazil, a two-time 
gold medalist, was left with the sil- 
ver medal. Russia won the bronze 
earlier in the day with a three-set 
victory over Italy. 

Usually, the Olympic focus is 
on the athletes. But the tragedy 
endured by this coach was an inte- 
gral part of his team’s story. 

“He’ll be the first to tell you that 
winning won’t bring Todd back,” 
U.S. wing spiker Reid Priddy said. 
“However, this is a goal that he 
and his family have invested their 
lives in, just like we have. And, so, 
I know this is an incredibly special 
moment for us.” 

Todd Bachman was killed while 
sightseeing in Beijing the day after 
the opening ceremonies. 

McCutcheon planned to return to 
the United States on Sunday night. 
He had already spoken to his wife, 
who stayed up late in the United 
States to watch the match: “She said 
it first. She said. You won, you won, 
you won.’ Nothing else to say there, 
just listening to each other smile on 
the phone.” ANNE m. peterson (ap)

Redskins DE to miss 
at least 10 days after 
injury in preseason loss

The Hunt for Balance 


A extraordinary host 
seeks to mix improv 
and daytime TV talk 

D A R I N G I Spend an hour with Bon- 
nie Hunt these days and you’ll come 
away convinced she has a daytime 
talk show inside her head. 

The only question now is wheth- 
er she and her producers can extract 
and polish that vision within the 
next three weeks, when “The Bon- 
nie Hunt Show” comes to TV sta- 
tions nationwide. 

This is not shaping up to be — 
how can we put this? — another 
strenuously overproduced TV yak- 
fest. Hunt, the 46-year-old Chica- 
go-born comedian best known for 
ABC’s short-lived sitcom “Life With 
Bonnie” as well as her work on the 
family-oriented “Beethoven” and 
“Cheaper by the Dozen” pictures, 
is an improv performer by back- 
ground and inclination. She likes 
working without a net. 

“Some of the producers say to 
me. We haven’t had such a vague 
outline before,”’ Hunt said. “And 
I say, Tt’s OK. Let’s see what hap- 
pens.’” 

Here’s the rundown: Hunt will 
open with a monologue about cur- 
rent events, her life or even what’s 
happening behind the scenes at 
the show (she doesn’t do stand-up.

so don’t look for jokes). There will 
be guests, of course. A five-piece 
house band will provide music. As 
time goes by, she’d like to throw in 
improv, sketches, that sort of thing. 
And tons of audience interaction. 

“I’ll be out in the audience a lot,” 
she said. “I love talking to people 
and finding out their opinion.” 

Sounds promisingly “Ellen”-ish. 
But can Hunt’s notions turn into a 
show that stands out from the glib, 
glittering pack? She recognizes 
daunting odds. 

There are so many viewing 
options flooding the average Amer- 
ican home now that confronta- 
tional TV personalities seem best- 
suited to rise above the din (Hello, 
Wendy Williams, Elisabeth Has- 
selbeck and Nancy Grace!). That 
would appear to put at a disadvan- 
tage a quieter, subtler entertainer 
such as Hunt. 

But Telepictures Productions, 
which also makes “The Ellen DeGe- 
neres Show” and “The Tyra Banks 
Show,” thinks it’s on to something 
with Hunt. “She probably is the 
best talk-show guest on televi- 
sion,” said Telepictures President 
Hilary Estey McLoughlin.“The key 
to all this is making the show an 
extension of the host’s personality.

The Storm 



Journalist Julia Reed 
reflects on the new 
life in New Orleans 

First came the storm. Then came 
the flood. And then came what 
was, perhaps, a bit more predict- 
able: the surge of books about Hur- 
ricane Katrina and its nightmar- 
ish aftermath. 

Journalist Julia Reed wasn’t 
planning to write a Katrina book. 


In fact, her memoir, “The House 
on First Street: My New Orleans 
Story,” isn’t a Katrina book like 
Douglas Brinkley’s “The Great 
Deluge” or others that are about 
the catastrophe itself, she says. 
“I wanted it to be about New 
Orleans.” 

This month marks Katrina’s 
third anniversary, yet Reed’s 
book is less about the lead-up 
and aftermath of the storm and 
its devastation and more about 


life — the varied nature of it, the 
value of it, and ultimately, the 
uncertainty of it. 

What was most at stake for 
her, beyond the human toll, was 


the character of the city. In those 
early days, the persistent question 
was whether New Orleans would 
lose all those things that make it 
not just the “storied older sister” 


but the peculiar uncle with his 
stash of stories. “I was on ‘Char- 
lie Rose’ with [writer] Walter 
Isaacson, a local boy, just five or 
so days after Katrina hit. And he 
was saying, T fear for the neigh- 
borhoods.’” 

That was the real worry, she 
says, the fear of losing that “live- 
ly collection of disparate person- 
alities.” 

Yet, as it happened, the chefs 
led the way back, along with the 
musicians, and then the rest began 
to follow. “Most people saw that it 
wasn’t going to be Disney World.” 
This third anniversary might offer 
a new phase, she says. 

“There were so many things 
that you can do on the ground, 
in remaking a city,” she says, still 
undeterred. “[It’s] a city with a 
chance to remake itself.” lynell george

In contrast, the usually wet 
Pacific Northwest could be a bit 
drier than normal in February. 

Looking ahead to summer, the 
almanac foresees near-normal tem- 
peratures in most places. 

But much of the Southwest 
can look forward to unusually hot 
weather in June and July, while 
Florida, Georgia and the Carolinas 
will be hit with oppressive July heat 
and humidity. 

The forecasts, which are spelled 
out in three- and four-day periods 
for each region, are prepared by the 
almanac’s reclusive prognostica- 
tor Caleb Weatherbee, who uses a 
secret formula based on sunspots, 
the position of the planets and the 
tidal action of the moon.

The 2009 Farmers’ 
Almanac predicts a 
chilly, snowy winter 

Households worried about the high 
cost of keeping warm this winter 
will draw little comfort from the 
Farmers’ Almanac, which predicts 
below-average temperatures for 
most of the United States. 

“Numb’s the word,” says the 
192-year-old publication, which 
claims an accuracy rate of 80 to 85 
percent for its forecasts that are pre- 
pared two years in advance. 

The almanac’s 2009 edition, 
which goes on sale Tuesday, says at 
least two-thirds of the country can 
expect colder-than-average temper- 
atures, with only the Far West and 
Southeast in line for near-normal 
readings. 

“This is going to be catastrophic 
for millions of people,” said alma- 
nac editor Peter Geiger, noting that 
the frigid forecast combined with 
high prices for heating fuel is sure 
to compound problems households 
will face in keeping warm.

The almanac predicts above- 
normal snowfall for the Great 
Lakes and Midwest, especially 
during January and February, and 
above-normal precipitation for the 
Southwest in December and for the 
Southeast in January and Febru- 
ary. The Northeast and Mid-At- 
lantic regions should be getting an 
unusually wet or snowy February, 
the almanac said. 


Weatherbee’s outlook is borne 
out by e-mail comments that the 
almanac has received in recent 
days from readers who have spot- 
ted signs of nature that point to 
a rough winter, Geiger said. The 
signs range from an abundance of 
acorns already on the ground to the 
frequency of fog in August. 

The almanac’s winter fore- 
cast is at odds with that of the 
National Weather Service, whose 
trends-based outlook calls for 
warmer-than-normal temperatures 
in much of the country, including 
Alaska, said Ed O’Lenic, chief of 
the operations branch at NOAA’s 
Climate Prediction Center. 

The almanac and the weather 
service are in sync, however, in 
pointing to a chance of a drier win- 
ter in the Northwest. 

While he wouldn’t comment 
specifically on the almanac’s ability 
to forecast the weather two years 
from now, O’Lenic said it’s gener- 
ally impossible to come up with 
accurate forecasts more than a 


week in advance. 

“Of course, it’s possible to pre- 
pare a forecast with any lead time 
you like. Whether or not that fore- 


cast has any accuracy or usable skill 
is another question,” he said. 

Geiger sticks to his guns, how- 
ever, noting that the almanac was 


on target in the 2008 edition when 
it called for the Northeast and the 
Great Lakes to be hit with a long, 
cold winter with lots of snow. 

He also says readers often check 
out Weatherbee’s forecasts before 
planning weddings and other spe- 
cial events, and they seem to be 
pleased with the results. 

In a nod to couples whose wed- 
dings were dogged by disastrous 
weather, the 2008 almanac invit- 
ed readers to share their stories in 
a Worst Wedding Weather Con- 
test. Joe and Marianne Trovato 
of Bensalem, Pa., won a weeklong 
cruise with their account of how 
their Feb. 12, 1983, wedding had 
to be postponed when Philadelphia 
was hit with its worst snowstorm 
in decades. The couple managed to 
pull everything together to allow 
the wedding to take place the fol- 
lowing week. 

The almanac, not to be confused 
with the New Hampshire-based 
Old Farmer’s Almanac, which is 26 
years older, claims a circulation of 
about 3}/2 million. 

Most are sold to banks, insur- 
ance companies and other business- 
es that give them away as a goodwill 
promotion. Other versions are sold 
by retailers in the United States and 
Canada, jerry harkavy (ap)
